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COLLEGE  OF  DENTISTRY 
BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT 

LOCATION 

THE  College  is  situated  on  the  corner  of  Harrison  and  Honore  streets 
in  Chicago.  It  is  located  directly  opposite  the  Cook  County  Hospital, 
in  the  center  of  the  clinical  field  of  Chicago.  Adjoining  the  school  on 
the  west  is  the  West  Side  Hospital,  and  on  the  north  the  College  of  Medicine 
of  the  University  of  Illinois. 

THE  COLLEGE  BUILDING 

The  six-story  building  in  which  the  college  is  housed  contains  three  amphi- 
theaters, a  clinical  operating  room,  an  infirmary,  a  number  of  small  recitation 
rooms,  the  laboratories  of  gross  anatomy  and  of  prosthetic  and  operative 
dentistry,  administrative  offices,  three  dental  depots,  and  four  special  labora- 
tories, one  for  research  in  histology  and  pathology,  one  for  anatomical  modeling, 
a  third  for  porcelain  work,  and  a  fourth  for  instructional  and  diagnostic  work 
in  radiography. 

A  room  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

One  of  the  amphitheaters  is  provided  with  a  baloptican  for  lantern  slide, 
microscopic,  and  opaque  projection:  the  other  one  is  equipped  with  a  balopticon 
for  stereoscopic  and  slide  projection. 

INFIRMARY 

The  Infirmary  occupies  the  top  floor  of  the  main  building.  The  equipment 
includes  chairs  of  improved  type  with  fountain  cuspidors  and  instrument  brackets 
attached.  Each  chair  is  furnished  with  an  electric  engine,  electric  light,  com- 
pressed air,  gas,  and  a  double-decked  stand  to  accommodate  the  student's  instru- 
ment case.  A  hot-water  sterilizer  with  compartments  for  each  student's  instru- 
ments is  stationed  near  the  center  of  the  Infirmary  and  is  continuously  in 
operation. 

For  the  year  ending  April  1,  1918,  over  4,600  patients  were  treated  in  the 

Infirmary. 

LIBRARY 

The  Dental  Library  is  housed  with  the  Quine  Library  of  the  College  of 
Medicine  of  the  University  of  Illinois  in  the  Medical  Building  adjoining  the 
College  of  Dentistry.  It  is  open  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  daily  during  the  school 
year,  with  a  librarian  in  attendance.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mrs.  Margaret 
Cook,  wife  of  the  late  Dr.  George  Washington  Cook,  former  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Dentistry,  the  dental  library  belonging  to  his  estate,  comprising  two 
hundred  volumes,  besides  unbound  volumes  of  dental  journals,  has  been  donated 
to  the  College.    The  principal  dental  journals  are  received  regularly. 
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ADMISSION  AND  GRADUATION 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

An  applicant  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  must  be  at  least  18 
years  of  age.    Women  are  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  men.

4.  From   high   schools   and   academies    registered   by   the   Regents   of   the 

University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

5.  From  schools  approved  by  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Certif- 

icate Board. 

0.  From   the   state   normal   schools   of   Illinois   and   other   normal    schools 

having  equal  requirements  for  graduation. 

High-School  Credits  by  Examination 

High-school  credits  may  be  made  by  examination: 

1.  In  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  University  of 

Illinois  at  the  University  in  Urbana  in  January,  July,  and  September 
of  each  year. 

2.  In  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  University  of 

Illinois  at  the  College  of  Dentistry  in  September  of  each  year. 

3.  In  the   examinations   conducted  in  June  of   each  year  by  the   College 

Entrance  Exa::.!~ation  Board. 

4.  In   the   examinations   conducted   by   the  Regents   of   the  University   of 

the  State  of  New  York. 

CONDITIONS 

No  student  will  be  admitted  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  with  fewer  than  15 
units;  but  a  student  who  offers  15  units  in  acceptable  subjects  but  is  deficient 
not  to  exceed  one  unit  in  one  of  the  prescribed  subjects  (English,  mathematics, 
physics)   may  be  admitted,  subject  to  the  requirement  that  the  deficiency  must 
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be  removed  before  he  can  be  permitted  to  register  for  his  second  year  in  the 
College. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION,  SENIOR  CLASS 

The  above  requirements  apply  in  October,  1918,  to  candidates  for  admission 
to  the  freshman,  sophomore,  and  junior  classes.  Candidates  with  advanced  stand- 
ing entitling  them  to  admission  to  the  senior  class  may  be  admitted  under  the 
following  former  requirement  (under  which  the  members  of  this  class  entered)  : 

A  certificate  of  graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school,  or  an  equiva- 
lent; which  equivalent  is  interpreted  to  mean  -fifteen  units  of  preparatory  work 
in  an  accredited  high  school  or  academy  or  a  state  normal  school. 

No  "conditions"  can  be  permitted ;   the  full  15  units  must  be  offered. 


CURRICULUMS 

1.  Three-year  curriculum.  Senior  courses  only  are  offered  under  the 
three-year  curriculum. 

2.  Four-year  curriculum.  Required  in  1917-18  and  thereafter.  Registration 
closes  October  11,  1918.  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  conferred  on  suc- 
cessful completion  of  full  four-year  curriculum. 

3.  Combined  Science-and-Dentistry  curriculum,  leading  to  the  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  in  six  years.  Full  details  of 
this  curriculum  will  be  furnished  by  the  Registrar. 


ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING 

Students  who  can  comply  with  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  and  who  have  studied  dentistry  in  any  college  accredited  to 
the  University  of  Illinois  for  not  less  than  one  year,  may  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing.  Such  students,  however,  will  be  required  to  comply  with  all  the 
conditions  of  the  curriculum  of  the  College  of  Dentistry. 

Graduates  of  colleges  of  medicine  accredited  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
may  be  admitted  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  and  given  credit  for  one  year  in 
time  and  for  all  satisfactorily  completed  courses  which  are  required  by*  the 
College  of  Dentristry. 

Students  holding  credits  other  than  those  listed  above  should  communicate 
with  the  Dean  for  further  information. 


LENGTH  OF  CURRICULUM 

The  regular  session  of  1918-19  will  begin  on  October  1,  1918,  at  8:30  a.  m., 
and  will  end  June  11,  1919.    The  curriculum  covers  four  years  of  college  work. 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  the  regular  curriculum  only  during  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  first  semester.  Students  who  desire  to  pursue  special  studies 
may  be  received  at  any  time. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  will  be  conferred  on  students  who 
have  completed  the  curriculum,  attended  the  required  time,  and  passed  satis- 
factorily final  examinations.  To  be  eligible  to  the  degree,  the  student  must  be 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  must  possess  a  good  moral  character,  and  must  have 
paid  all  fees. 

The  monthly  report  of  attendance,  and  the  standing  of  students  in  recita- 
tions, laboratory  work,  and  infirmary  practise,  both  operative  and  prosthetic,  are 
considered  in  making  up  the  rating  of  final  examinations. 

GRADUATION  WITH  THESIS 

Students  may  become  candidates  for  thesis  honors  through  meritorious  work. 
"Graduation  with  Thesis"  is  awarded  on  the  presentation  of  a  satisfactory 
scientific  essay. 

HONORARY  RESEARCH  ASSISTANTS 

Students  may,  during  the  last  year  of  their  course,  be  permitted  to  pursue 
advanced  work  in  a  department,  provided,  first,  that  they  have  shown  special 
aptitude  along  this  line ;  and,  second,  that  their  previous  work  has  been  of  a 
sufficiently  high  grade.  If  at  the  end  of  the  last  year's  work  the  student's  appli- 
cation and  attainment  is  regarded  as  of  a  sufficiently  high  character,  an  honorary 
research  assistantship  may  be  awarded. 

LICENSE  FOR  PRACTISE  IN  ENGLAND 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Dental  Surgery,  the 
Council  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  in  London,  has  added  the  College  of 
Dentistry  of  the  ^University  of  Illinois  to  the  list  of  dental  schools  recognized  by 
the  College.  This  recognition  implies  that  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  will 
exempt  graduates  in  dental  surgery  of  the  University  of  Illinois  from  the  Pre- 
liminary Science  Examination  for  the  License  in  Dental  Surgery,  and  will  accept 
such  parts  of  the  curriculum  for  the  License  as  are  completed  in  the  College  of 
Dentistry  of  the  University  of  Illinois  toward  the  curriculum  of  studies  required 
for  a  license.
